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CLOUDS IN THE FARM PICTURE 





In a nation where newspapers, r 


adio and television, in fact all the 


techniques of publicity, flourish to an extent probably unmatched anywhere 
else in the world, it is unfortunate that farmers and their city and subur- 
ban neighbors have so incomplete a picture of the over-all economics of 
food production. The housewife whose first contact with food is in the 
super-market, knows that food doesn’t cost any less than it used to. She 
and her husband also know that the federal and state governments are 
spending billions of dollars to help the farmer. They are constantly re- 


minded of the 


fact because there is disagreement among farmers and 


government officials as to how the money should be spent and who should 
get it, a disagreement which is constantly being aired through debates in 
our legislatures and all other communications media. Since this is about 
all they know of farm problems, it is not surprising that they are indiffer- 


ent and often unsympathetic. 


Actually the problems are so difficult and complex and so vitally affect 
our whole national economy that they can only be solved if all elements 


of our society understand them. 


In spite of the phenomenal increase in 


our national population and in spite of the fact that farm population has 
decreased 80% in the last 100 years, we are producing more food than we 
can consume. The demand for our farm products abroad which followed 
the last war has now largely dried up as the economies of foreign countries 
have got back to normal. To-day the farmer has to invest more than twice 
as much money per worker as the industrialist if he is to stay in business. 
His average annual income per capita is $918 as compared with the national 
average of $1,784. His taxes are so heavy that it takes 25% of his working 
hours to pay them. Whereas as a nation we spend no larger percentage 
of our income for food than we did before the war—and eat much better 
food at that—the farmer now gets only 38 cents out of our food dollar 
when he used to get more than 50 cents. 

Farmers have two principal handicaps. They are individualists and 
are reluctant to organize; it is the well organized food distribution and 
processing industries which have appropriated that piece of the dollar 
which used to go into the pockets of the farmers. Because the latter are 


unorganized (and because farming is a varied industry with problems 
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which are often conflicting) they are 
not able to present a unified national 
program supported by all farming 
interests. Partly because there is no 
national organization and partly be- 
cause farmers in general do not 
think in such terms, they have a 
second handicap, the lack of a co- 
ordinated public relations program 
to tell the farmers’ story to the 
nation. 

Farm prices have been going 
down for four years now, while al- 
most all other prices have been go- 
ing up. Unless the nation as a whole 
tackles and solves the farm problem, 
it could well explode into another 
depression. Probably as much as 
any other publication in North 
America The Chronicle combines 
both country and city readers. Let’s 
start thinking and studying and 
helping at home.

English Racing 








Dear Sir: 

At the time of writing (July 3rd) 
the King George VI and Queen Eliza- 
beth Stakes looks a certainty for the 
Italian horse Ribot, who is an odds-on 
chance in the betting. Very few of the 
top three-year-olds in Europe will be 
opposing him. 

English racing is in a real slump at 
present and we are feeling the effects 
of the continued export of our best stal- 
lions and broodmares more than ever 
before. The big owner-breeder is be- 
ing squeezed out by heavy taxation, 
cost of labour in stables (none too skill- 
ed labour at that) is going up and up 
and the prize money, mostly gleaned 
from the owners themselves in entrance 
fees, stays much the same. 

A number of people, Lord Astor in- 
cluded, have stated that bookmakers 
should be abolished for they take too 
much money out of racing and give 
little or nothing back. A new Dill, 
completely overhauling the betting laws 
will shortly be put before Parliament 
for legislation. 

It is obvious that something will 
have to be done quickly. Racing in 
France, with the prizes swelled by the 
Pari-Mutuel and national sweepstakes, 
is becoming increasingly prosperous. 

It is sound economic policy to keep 
stakes horses in training as four-year- 
olds over there. Here it is a big rfsk, 
which only owners who cater for the 
best interests of the sport are prepared 
to take. Believe it or not only one 
Post-War Epsom Derby winner has rac- 
ed as a four-year-old and he was the 
French colt Pearl Diver. 

Our stallions therefore go to stud 
only half proved and are often mated 
with well-bred but jady mares, who are 
scrambled through a maiden race at 
some minor meeting before retiring so 
that the precious words “dam was a 
winner” can be put in the sales cata-

Monmouth Park 

There was no great consternation a- 
mong the Monmouth Park fans when it 
was announced that Cavort had been 
withdrawn from the Monmouth Handi- 
cap, on July 14. 

It might have been a slight disap- 
pointment to the Nashua camp, as every 
horse in the race represented a thous- 
and bucks to the winner. From Mr. 
Fitz right down, the people in Leslie 
Combs’ barn were pretty sure that 
Nashua could spot Cavort 121 pounds 
and handle him. 

A random check of a dozen members 
of the big crowd indicated that no one 
had any elaborate betting pl as involv- 
ing Cavort, and a sampling of this type 
may be considered representative. 

“T ain’t even gonna bet the race’, one 
interogatee declared. 

Nevertheless, he did; he ventured $2 
on Mr. First to place, which was a 
mighty perspicacious bit of speculating. 

I had the notion that letting Nashua 
zinto these $100,000 races with soft 
imposts would have an adverse effect 
on the wagering, but I had forgotten 
that old truism of racing: everybody 
bets every race. 

Those who do not care to take the 
easy, but trifling, profit on the sure 
thing, either pick against him and pray 
for the miracle or attempt to guess 
what horse will run second. 

It is a credit to the management of 
Monmouth Park that it did not pull 
one of those bookmaker deals and con- 
fine betting to the win, or the win and 
place, slots. Many tracks hedge in this 
manner when the shadow of a minus 
pool hangs over the plant. 

Monmouth opened the bank and said, 
“Gentlemen (and ladies) place your 
bets.”” The generous attitude did not 
cost the track a nickel in cash and was 
w «th thousands in good will. 

The play on the race was $490,597, 
and for the total of eight events was 
$2,872,908. 

At Hollywood Park, where there was 
win betting only on the Hollywood 
Gold Cup, with Swaps in it, the handle 
was $245,463. 

There were 55,000 people on hand 
at Hollywood against 38,893 at Mon- 
mouth. 

G. Barker Seeley, public relations di- 
rector of Monmouth, estimates that the 
Presence of Nashua in an _ exhibition 
gallop draws bigger crowds than would 
horses a notch lower in quality in a 
real contest. 

The attendance and play at Mon- 
mouth were particularly impressive in 
view of the fact that storm warnings 


had been hanging out for two days and 
a, tropical deluge, with electrical tri- 
umphs, broke loose before the first 
race. 

If Mr. Seeley is correct, and the fig- 
ures suggest that he is Nashua is like- 
ly to have a soft time of it for the rest 
of the yeas Every track wants him, 
and to get him the associations must 
meet the handicap specifications set 
down by the barn. 

This means that we’ll probably see 
the grand Thoroughbred rack up a few 


‘more hollow wins before he is retired. 


As long as those pots of gold are ly- 
ing around to be picked up in a sharp 
workout, Nashua will be taking them. 

It isn’t right, people contend to pena- 
lize a really good horse with heavy 
loads that slow him down to the cheap- 
er ones. Of course it isn’t right, but it 
is racing. 

The Monmouth Handicap is at a mile 
and one-quarter and Nashua won it on 
a muddy track in 2:02 4/5. The son of 
*Nasrullah—Segula, by Johnstown was 
so good he just breezed away from his 
third-rate opposition. 

(The second rate ones were up in New 
York getting beaten by Artismo in the 
Edgemere. ) 

Flying Chief, being only a horse, and 
Jockey Walter Blum, being a lad who 
still has has illusions, went at the Big 
Hoss just as though they expected to 
get the $78,200. 

In less than half a mile Walter be- 
gan to realize that he wasn’t going to 
get ten per cent of the winner’s share. 
In another half mile he learned beyond 
all doubt that he wasn’t going to get 
ten per cent of anything. 

Nashua put away the brash challeng- 
er and coasted along in front waiting 
for another. None came. 

Mr. First made a move going into the 
far turn that brought a roar from the 
knock-down-the-favorite clique, but the 
sound died as it became evident that, 
while Mr. First was catching Flying 
Chief, he wasn’t cutting into Nashua’s 
lead. 

Arearo took a backward look 
about the sixteenth pole, just to make 
sure that no miracle was in the making, 
then rode his horse home. 

Nashua won by 3 1/2 lengths. 
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The payoff was $2.60 to win, $2.60 
to place and $2.20 to show—not too 
bad for a certainty. 

Mr- First held second place by five 
lengths over Mielleux, which saved 
third by a length over Seven Chances. 

The $5,000 earned by the last-named 
was his biggest pot of the year. 

Nashua now has a lifetime total of 
$1,236,965, of which $291,550 has been 
earned in 1956. 

The four-year-old colt was bred by 
Belair Stud and acquired for $1,251,- 
200 by a syndicate headed by Leslie 
Combs II, after the death of William 
Woodward, Jr. 

Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons trains Nash- 
ua, but his son John went to Monmouth 
to saddle the colt for the race on July 
14. 

Jamaica 

With Nashua down at Monmouth get- 
ting the big money, Summer Tan seem- 
ed to have found a very good spot in 
the Edgemere Handicap, on July 14. 

The race is at 1 1/16 miles and 
though Mrs. J. W. Galbreath’s colt was 
asked to give weight to all of his six 
opponents, he was made the public 
choice at 8 to 5. 

In the race, though, was James Cox 
Brady’s homebred Artismo which hadn't 
won since last August at Saratoga. That

Dave Erb who is regarded as Need- 
les’ regular rider, also is customarily 
seen in the saddle of E. Gay Drake’s 
Swoon's Son. 

He had the mount on that three- 
year-old colt in Arlington Park Classic, 
and the way Swoon’s Son won it made 
Erb forget Needles. 

“This is the best three-year-old I’ve 
ridden this year,”’ said Dave, “and I 
don’t think added distance will hurt 
him.” 

Sometimes riders, in the flush of vic- 
tory, are inclined to be a bit expansive, 
but Swoon’s Son was winning his fifth 
straight in 56, and four of them were 
stakes. 

The son of The Doge—Swoon, by 
Sweeplike, came rapidly from off the 
pace to win by a length and one-half. 

Second place went to the longshot, 
Ben A. Jones; Doubledogdare was third 
and Fabius fourth. 

Swoon’s Son was the choice at 4 to 5. 

The win was worth $102,000 to 
Owner-Breeder Drake.

The victory was worth $100,000 to 
Rex Ellsworth, owner and breeder of 
the fine four-year-old. That brings 
Swaps’ total to $698,750.

Kent Cochran in a recent issue of 
“The Morning Telegraph,’’ discusses 
the records recently made at the Holly- 
wood Track as follows: ‘‘Measurement 
of the cushion was taken at several 
points and it was found to be uniformly 
two and three-quarters inches deep, the 
same as it has bgen all season. The cut- 
ting harrows have been set to slice two 
and one-half to two and three-quarters 
inehes deep from the outset, and the 
pneumatically-controlled mixing har- 
rows then aerate and fluff the soft soil 
to a depth of three inches- 

“The strip is roughly 18 inches thick, 
the bottom six inches being of unwash- 
ed river sand. The next higher six- 
inch layer is a half-and-half mixture of 
loam and sand, while the upper six 
inches is pure loam, mixed with straw 
obtained from the stables. The straw 
and the small amount of horse manure 
it contains is cut up and pulverized in 
the topmost two and three-quarter-inch 
layer but remains largely ‘‘while’’ in 
the three inches of loam underneath. 
It is this layer, three to six inches be- 
low daylight, which gives the strip 
bounce. 

“The track’s resiliency has increased 
gradually since opening day in- May, 
due to the daily pounding of about 700 
head of horses who work out or gallop 
during the exercise hours. Weather is 





an important factor in the strip’s speed- - 


iness. On hot, sunshinny days the 
track is very fast; cool, cloudy days re- 
duce its speed materially. 

“The amount of sprinkling also has 
an important bearing, and therein, ap- 
parently lies the crux of the situation. 
The track crew works from the time 
the horses depart after the eighth race 
until midnight. First, a double row 
of sprinklers go over it. Then the pneu- 
matically-controlled mixing harrows e- 
radicate marks and hoof prints, and 
break up the clods, after which the 
cutting harrows are brought into play 
to level it off below the fluff. Once 
again the mixing harrows are run over 
it—and the work is finished, provided 
the weather forecast is for cool and 
cloudy weather on the morrow. But if 
the prediction is for sunshine and high 
temperature, the track gets another 
sprinkling about 10:30 p. m., and a re- 
petition of the harrowing.”

The winner of the 2 1/2 mile, $50,- 
000 added Temple Gwathmey Steeple- 
chase Handicap will capture about $40, 
000, with $10,000 going to the place 
horse, $6,000 for third and $4,000 for 
fourth. The third and fourth monies 
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are up $1,000 and $1,500, respectively, 
over last year. Weights will be an- 
nounced ten days before the race, for 
which entries close Oct. 1. 

S. Bryce Wing, chairman of the Con- 
ditiqns Committee of United Hunts, also 
announced that the nominating fee was 
$75 and the starting fee $500. Start- 
ers will be named through the entry 
box the day before the race. Last year 
24 horses were nominated for the Tem- 
ple Gwathmey and 11 started. 

The winner’s purse is made up of all 
the nominating and starting payments 
as well as the $50,000 less the $20,000 
that is divided among the second, third 
and fourth-running horses. The. tradi-

The running of the $90,000 Grand 
Prix de Paris on the last Sunday of 
June and ithe $50,000 Grand Prix dé 
Saint-Cloud on the first in July brought 
to a close the first half of the French 
racing season. 

Starting inauspiciously enough with 
a few snowed-off days in late Febru- 
ary, it has been a period of marked 
prosperity. Richer stakes than ever 
before, big crowds and some pretty 
good horses to watch. 

French challengers in England have 
done as well as at any time in the past 
and their sweeping success at Epsom 
where the Derby, Oaks and Coronation 
Cup all fell to horses by no means un- 
beatable on the Paris tracks rivalled 
the heydey of the Boussac fortunes in 
the immediate Post-War Years. 

The annual yearling sales at Deau- 
ville are to be put on a world-wide 
basis this August, while the standard of 
jockeyship—never a point on which 
France compares favourably with Eng- 
land—is at least up to normal. Austra- 
lian born Rae Johnstone and Fred 
Palmer, whose parents were English, 
are the outstanding stakes riders— 
comparable to any in the World—while 
two of the younger reinsmen, Serge 
Boullenger and Maxim Garcia, show 
continuous improvement. 

These, then, are the headlines. A 
glance down the list of major stakes 
results during the past few months re- 
veals thai the grip which the big own- 
er-breeder has always had on French 
racing remains as tight as ever. 

The best horses, those which have 
made virtually a clean sweep of the big 
Paris stakes and been the spearheads 
of the raids on Epsom and Ascot, come 
almost exclusively from three big 
stables, those of Charlie Elliott, Alec 
Head and Francois Mathet. 

Charlie Elliott, one of the greatest 
jockeys that Europe has seen during 
the present century, is now private 
trainer to M. Marcel Boussac. His 
“bag” of successes includes the French 
One Thousaud Guineas and Oaks with 
Apollonia, the French Derby’ with 
Philius II, the Ascot Gold Cup with 


Macip and the Prix Hocquart with 
Floriados. 
Alec Head will chiefly remember 


1956 as the year in which he won the 
Epsom Derby with M. Pierre ‘‘Epinard’”’ 
Wertheimer’s Lavandin, but he has 
trained Midget II and the Aga Khan’s 
pair Buisson Ardent and Palariva to 
win important stakes on both sides of 
the English Channel. 

Vattel gave Francois Mathet his 
third training success in the Grand 
Prix de Paris in four years, while this 
former cavalry officer won the Epsom 
Oaks with another of Madame Volter- 
ra’s three-year-olds Sicarelle and three 
important early season stakes for M. 
Francois Dupre with the brilliant, if 
highly strung, Tanerko. 

Alec Head’s horses were more than 
usually backward at the start of the 
season, but Mathet hit form straight 
away winning races with several of his 
classic ‘‘possibles’’ Tanerko, Sicarelle, 


Congo II and Valcares. 


Tanerko’s success came in the Prix 
Juigne, a race confined to three-year- 
olds that have never run before. This 
event had marked the debuts of the 
latest three Grand Prix de Paris win- 
ners Northern Light, Popof and Phil 
Drake to say nothing of Worden II 
and, before the War, Bois Roussel. 

Tanerko, from the first crop of that 
great horse Tantieme and a half-broth- 
er to the English champion hurdler 
Clair Soleil, scored in a style that sug- 
gested he would go on to really big 
things. Among the unplaced division 
was his more backward stablemate, the 
good-looking Vattel. 

Apollonia and Philius II, with whom 
M. Boussac had won first and second 
money in the previous season’s Grand 
Criterium (France’s most important 
two-year-old race) made winning re- 
appearance in mid-April at Longchamp 
and Maisons-Laffitte respectively. Phi- 
lius II then crossed to England for the 
Two Thousand Guineas in which he 
ran a creditable fifth on going too firm 
for him, while Apollonia was reserved 
for the French One Thousand. 

Alec Head’s horses were then find- 
ing their form and Lavandin, who had 
run but once the previous season, re- 
appeared for an impressive score in the 
nine furlongs Prix de Boulogne while 
Buisson Ardent and Midget II were 
narrowly, and perhaps unluckily, beat-

en in the English Two Thousand and 
One Thousand Guineas. 

Of the four-year-olds that remained 
in training Beau Prince II, Tropique 
and Hafiz II were clearly going to be 
outstanding over middle distances. 
Hafiz II, just bought by Mr. Larry 
MacPhail, was obviously not going to 
reach peak form before the summer but 
both the others quickly won big stakes. 
Beau Prince II, third to Phil Drake in 
the previous year’s Grand Prix de Paris 
and runner-up to Ribot in the Prix de 
Are de Triomphe, wop the Prix Ed- 
mond Blane and Tropique (subsequent 
victor in the Coronation Cup) the Prix 
Boiard. 

They met in the Prix Ganay at Long-

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champ in early April, Beau Prince II, 
in the colours of Mme Wildenstein, de- 
feating his rival a head at level 
weights. 

Floriados, a fine-looking chestnut 
and the latest son of the great Boussac 
mare Astronomie was backward when 
defeated in the Prix Jean Prat on April 
22, but showed himself a top notcher 
two weeks later when winning the 
coveted Prix Hocquart over a mile and 
a half at the expense of the little con- 
sidered Yellowstone, Lavandir and the 
promising Azteque. 

This race provoked most discussion 
of all the early season tests. Lavandin 
was left with a tremendous amount of 
ground to make up in the short two 
furlongs stretch and finished third, 
beaten two length. Arguments as to 
whether he should have won continued 
right up to the time of the Epsom 
Derby. 

The Sunday after the Prix Hocquart 
came the French ‘‘Guineas”’ races won 
in fine style by Bussions Ardent and 
Apollonia respectively. Apollonia was 
clearly the best filly in Europe up toa 
mile and many thought she would beat 
all-the colts as well. 

She simply toyed with those of her 
Own sex. Boullenger would keep her 
in the rear of the field often until a 
furlong from home. Then he would ask 
her to move and the daughter of Djebel 
and that good mare Corejada would 
leave her rivals standing. In the space 
of only a few strides she would have a 
race at her mercy. It was in this fash- 
ion that she won the French Qaks at 
Chantilly on June 3. Starting at 2-5 she 
won by four lengths from Tour de Lon- 
dres and Midget II, thus extending her 
unbroken string of successes to eight. 

Lavandin’s Derby win was dealt with 


in a recent review while the devastat- 
ing score of Sicarelle from two other 
French fillies in the Epsom Oaks two 


days later is also outside the scope of 


these notes. This filly is from the first

breeders to see both this stallion and 
Tantieme making such a brilliant start 
to their stud careers. 

Meanwhile Tantieme’s son Tanerko 
greatly increased his reputation with 
two brilliant scores in those valuable 
stakes the Prix Noailles and the Prix 
Lupin and then went into the French 
Derby, run at Chantilly on June 10, a 
prohibitive 1-2 choice in a field of six- 
teen. 
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intended for the Epsom Derby, was 
started instead for the Chantilly classic. 
Considering his proved stamina and 
his known liking for the very soft 
ground that prevailed on French Derby 
day it was surprising that he should 
have been allowed to start at such gen- 
erous odds as 14-1. 

The early part of the race was run at 
a cracking gallop, so much so that Pha- 
leris, intended as pacemaker for Phil- 
ius Il, was unable to keep with the 
leaders at any stage. Prince Aly 
Khan's good-looking colt Chief made 
the running until just before entering 
the stretch, where Philius II who had 
been in the first three throughout, took 
the rails and the lead. 

Tanerko, like Tantieme is highly 
strung, and he had taken much out of 
himself in the preliminaries, but he 
was there early in the three furlongs 
stretch.

Joe Estes in ‘American Race Horses 
of 1955,”’ points out that the states re- 
ceive $5.49 in taxes of the $74.17 that 
the average race goer bets in an after- 
noon on the country’s tracks while only 
$2.40 goes to the horses in purses. 


Maryland Decline 

Bill Boniface, racing editor, points 
out in the Baltimore Sun that Bowie, 
Laurel and Pimlico have been the only 
major tracks to suffer decreases in the 
betting handle so far this year. He at- 
tributes this to the raise in the state’s 
share from 10 cents to 12 cents on the 
dollar, saying: “Higher prices demand 
an improved product, but Maryland 
race-goers are not receiving as much 
for their money as they did in 1955. 
The majority of the Thoroughbreds on 
which they wagered were of an inferior 
quality and, as was to be expected, the 
percentage of winning favorites for the 
season dropped to 29....Marylanders 
know their Thoroughbreds. When cheap 
and inconsistent horses run, they tigh- 
ten their purse strings.” 


Steeplechase Favorites 


In reply to a letter calling attention 
to the high percentage of favorites in 
steeplechase races, ‘‘The Thoroughbred 
Record” recently printed the following 
editorial comment: 


“There are several reasons why 
favorites win more often in steeple- 
chase events than they do in flat races. 

“For one thing, the steeplechase 
races dre longer and there is much 
more time available to overcome any 
bad “breaks” in the race such as stum- 
bling at the start, getting caught in a 
pocket, ete. 

“For another, there are relatively 
few steeplechasers and they compete 
against each other with more or less 
regularity. It’s easier to find the win- 
ner in a field of horses which have 
raced against one another several times 
before. The bettors on steeplechase 
events are more completely informed. 

“In flat racing, for instance, the 
field for one Saturday’s feature race 
might be comprised completeiy of 
“‘strangers,’’ i. e. horses which shipped 
in for that race from another track. 
One has to select his winner by com- 
paring Chicago form against New York, 
New Jersey, California and Delaware 
form. On the other hand, the chances 
are that the field in the steeplechase 
feature is approximately the same as it 
was the week before and the week be- 
fore that. 

“Finally, by the same line of rea- 
soning, the established form of steeple- 
chasers is more accurate since they 
continue to race until they are much 
older, on an average than do the flat 
racers.”’ 

New York Track Improvements 

The plans of the Greater New York 
Association to build a new track on 
the site of the old Aqueduct and to 
make radical improvements at Belmont 
Park have won approval in principle 
from the New York State Racing Com- 
mission. The latter specifies that com- 


plete plans should be submitted for its 
consideration. The plan calls for a total 
expenditure of $30,000,000 of which 
25,000,000 would be spent at Aque- 
duct and $5,000,000 to improve Bel- 
mont, The new Aqueduct would have a 
dirt track of a mile and a furlong with 
a turf course and a figure-eight jump- 
ing course in the infield. It is designed 
to handle peak crowds of 60,000 with 
seats for 20,800—16,700 in the grand- 
stand and 4,100 in the clubhouse, 
slightly greater than the number the 
existing track can seat. : 


Swaps Performance 

To see Swaps run is almost unbe- 
lievable. He ties and breaks world’s 
records under a tight hold and under 
130 pounds hardly drawing a _ deep 
breath. If they ever turn him loose and 
let him run, he will probably take off. 

Since you have no doubt already read 
of this great colt’s deeds, I won’t go 
into those, but the reaction of the 
Swaps crowd of some 60,000 souls at 
Hollywood Park on June 30 and again 
on July 4 to announcements on Nas- 
hua’s races a continent width away are 
very interesting. 

Today, when it was announced on the 
loudspeaker at Hollywood Park that 
Nashua (under 128 pounds) had won 
the Suburban (from not much), there 
was almost a complete silence. If any- 
body clapped, he must have had his 
wool mittens on because I couldn't 
hear it. Last Saturday, on the other 
hand, when it was announced _ that 
Nashua ran seventh in the Carter, al- 
though I wasn’t at Hollywood Park to 
hear it, I am told you couldn’t have 
heard an H bomb go off for all the 
whooping and hollering by the happy 
Californians. 

It is rumored Swaps, the most popu- 
lar California since John Sutter, will 
be elected governor by acclamation.

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One thing I'll say for eastern sports 
writers is that they don’t give up easily. 

It seems impossible to convince them 
that Swaps can run. These world’s re- 
cords he makes just about every time

Whatever may be said about’ the 


jumping course set for the Olympic 
Prix des Nations at Stockholm on Sun- 
day, June 17, there is no doubt that 
the best team and individual combina- 
tion on the day won the Gold Medal, 
which is, after all, the object of the 
exercise. 

The cou:'se—plus the weather con- 
ditions—tthrew into high relief the 
greatness of a few horse-rider partner- 
ships compared with the mediocrity, 
descending to downright badness, of 
the rest. 

First of all, the course. It consisted 
of 14 numbered fences comprising 17 
jumps, spread over a distance of 775 
metres to be jumped in 117 seconds. 
Here are the details. 1. Sloping hedge 
with pole, 4ft. 5 ins. by 3 ft. 7 ins. 2. 
Swedish fence, 4 ft. 3 ins.-4 ft. 5 ins. 
by 4 ft. 7 ins. 3. Manor gate from Star- 
inge, 4 ft. 11 ins. 4. South African pig- 
sty, § ft. 3 ins. by 4 ft. 11 ins. 5a. Birch 
poles, 4 ft. 5 ins.-4 ft. 7 ins. by 4 ft. 11 
ins. 5b. Birchgates with poles, 4 ft. 7 


ins.-4ft. 9 ins. by 5 ft. 7 ins. 6. Water 
jump with poles, 4 ft. 11 ins. by 7 ft. 
1 in. 7. Low wall with double parallel 
burs, 4 ft. 11 ins.-5 ft. 3 ins. by 6 ft. 7 
ius. 8. Paling, 5 ft. 3 ins. 9. Bank with 
water trough and poles, 4 ft. 9 in.-5 ft. 
1 in. by 7 ft. 3 ins. 10. Water jump, 16 
ft.

These details reveal the cause of all 
the trouble. The area was too small for 
the number and size of the jumps; a 
horse had no time to relax anywhere on 
the course. The two ‘dead man’s al- 
leys’’ on the long sides—4, 5a and b, 
6 and 10, 11, 12a, b. c.—were set at 
awkward distances, each series having 
to be considered as one problem and 
the answer integrated for the total 
jumps; consequently a mistake or up- 
set anywhere altered the whole rhythm 
without time or space for _ recovery. 
Only the truly great could get out of

trouble, as for example Pat Smythe’s 
recovery after 5b in the first round to 
get over No. 6, which brought disaster 
to so many. The obstacles on the whole 
were fussy, more flimsy -than they 
looked, and did not invite a horse to 
jump. An exception was the so-called 
African pig-sty—which looked like an 
inverted boat; though big it really 
asked to be jumped, and al! through 
the day there were only 4 knock-downs 
incurred there and one refusal. 


Alfons Lutke-Westhues and Ala 
(Germany) opened the ball when the 
weather was still dry with what looked 
like a normal round for the course of 
16 faults. He did not hit 5b or 12b hard 
enough to be thrown off balance for 
the rest. Piero D’Inzeo and Uruguay 
(Italy) improved on that with 8, lost at 
5Sa and 7. After that came a deluge. 
Somlay and Dobos (Hungary) laid 
most of the course flat before being 
eliminated, leaving the arena looking 
as if Hazel the hurricane had passed 
that way. This was to happen very 
often, and the true heroes of the day 
were the reconstruction unit! Even so 
endless time was lost resetting the 
course. We did not see daylight until 
11 horses later Robeson and Scorchin 
(G. B.) came in, to lose only 16 faults 
(The average before that was.about 30 
or elimination). His round was by no 


means bad but it was clear that subtle 


harmony of a real partnership was not

tinguished progenitors than 
and Hyperion. 

Tehran's most famous son, of course, 
is the great Tulyar soon to cross the 
Atlantic Ocean. And the Newstead colt 
by Tehran is the first foal to Andro- 
meda, half sister to Tulyar as_ well as 
to two other stakes horses, the Anglo- 
Irish Cobetto and the Franco-British 
Tarjoman. The second, third and fourth 
dams were all top-class race mares and 
stakes producers; and within these few 
generations the family has sent out no 
less than 15 stakes victors. 

Hyperion, until his retirement at the 
end of the 1956 breeding season, was 
the world’s most influential active stal- 
lion. The Hardins’ colt by him is out 
of the Anne Boleyn Stakes scorer Dee- 
dora, half sister to the 2,000 Guineas 
winner and classic sire My Babu, to the 
Anglo-French star Sayani; and to the 
classy Marco Polo II. The next dam, 
Perfume II, was a half sister to *Am- 
biorix and to the dam of *Turn-to, both 
of whom have made this potent family 
well known to American horsemen. 

The only other male in the Newstead 
consignment is a son of Devil Diver— 
New Flower, winning and producing 
full sister to Whither’s dam and half 
sister to Social Outcast’s dam. 

One of the Hardins’ fillies is by the 
home stallion Alquest, sire of Sweet 
Patootie. This yearling is the second 
foul of Punch, whose initial offspring 
has already triumphed seven times. 

The daughter of Sun Again, who has 
sired such feminine runners as Wistful 
and Sunshine Nell, is the third foal of 
Slive Market, producing half sister to 
the good sprinter Kitchen Police. The 
next two dams were both brilliant juve- 
niles: Galley Slave was unbeaten at 
two, and set a new world record of 
:32 4-5 for three furlongs: and Sally’s 
Alley was the leading two-year-old of 
either sex. The daughter of Roman, 
sire of Queen Hopeful, Princess Lygia 
and Cosmic Missile, is out of the *Chal- 
lenger II mare Legendra.

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yet established. How could it be with 
only a few weeks together? After Robe- 
son, Jacobs and Dumbell (Australia) 
found the course altogether too much 
for them and decently retired—an ex- 
ample which might well have been fol- 
lowed by many other riders to the be- 
nefit of their horses. Regrettably, the 
tendency all through was for the riders 
to thrash their mounts round the course 
in a sort of do-or-die Balaclava rush, 
in the hope that speed would make up 
for their own deficiencies. It was not 
an edifying sight. 

Poffe and Hicamboy (Belgium) had 
a good round for 12, but the spark of 
greatness did not appear again until 
Thiedemann and Meteor (Germany) 
got round with g faults. Oppes and 
Pagoro (Italy) lost 23. De Fombelle 
and Doria (France) and Mayorga and 
Coriolano (Argentine) did well for 12 
and 16 respectively; but once again 
there was nothing to cheer the eye un- 
til Pat Smythe and Flanagan (G. B.), 
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the first girl and horse combination 
ever to enter an Olympic show—jump- 
ing arena, did a fine round for § faults 
Mile Schockaert and Muscadin (Bel- 
gium), the only other woman rider lost 
32. Wylie and Trail Guide (U. S. A.) 
put up a good show for 16. 

Starting the Number Threes, Wink- 
ler and Halla (Germany) were the first 
to bring the fault tally down to 4, lost 
at the final jump—but Halla hit 9 and 
13 very hard. Raimundo D’Inzeo and 
Merano lost 8, at 12b and 14. Delia 
and Discutido (Argentine) refused at 
8, and lost 14. D’Oriola and Voulette 
(France) looked like jumping an epoeh- 
making round, until Voulette came 
wrong at 11 and refused; a knock-down 
at 12c brought their total to 7. Callado 
and Martingil (Portugal) did well for 
12, but the’ British number three, 
White and Nizefela, might well have 
equalled Halla but for mistiming 14. 

The end of the first round left Ger- 
many in the lead with 28 faults; Great 
Britain second with 32, Italy third with 
39. Argentine were 4th with 47; The 
rest nowhere. 

The second round saw Germany 
draw ahead, with Ala’s 8 faults to 
Scorchin’s 20. Uruguay’s one refusal, 
3, put Italy second. Meteor lost only 4, 
but Pagoro went down with 24. Flana- 
gan was just not up to the big occasion. 
Ile lost rhythm on the way to the water, 
managed the wall but knocked down 
12a, which brought a refusal at 12b, 
and, finally, another knockdown at 12¢, 
for 13. A lesser rider than Pat Smythe 
would certainly have come to worse 
grief. But this put us back to one point 
above Italy. Then Winkler, suffering 
from a rupture incurred on the first 
round and copiously injected, showed 
with Halla how the course should be 
jumped by a round which it was worth 
coming all this way to watch, and 
which will linger in the memory. From 
start to finish it was faultless, a per- 
fect example of the German style. 
Equally perfect was the flowing grace 
of Merano, who also made a_ clear 
round. Here in quick succession was 
genius. Discutido jumped beautifully 
the second time for 3 as also did Mar- 
tingil. Volette lost an unnecessary 4 at 
No. 2 and refused at 17a, time faults 
bringing her score to 8. White and 
Nizefella came in with a clear round 
needed to gain a silver medal for Bri- 
tain. Alas! The exuberant back-kick 
tipped the bar of No. 7; but it was

I should mention that Mrs. Verser

in that club, is entirely responsible for 
their good performance in this division. 

“For Cross Country, Louise and -Ste- 
wart put in some nice, trappy, fallen 
trees that we found in a path they had 
to go down; as well as a small barrier 
to be jumped out of a stream; and at 
the end of the course a jump consist- 
ing of a pile of cord wood, between 
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Deep Run No. 1 did very well on this 
one although none of them pulled down 
a perfect score. I, personally, don’t see 
why not. 

“Stewart Treviranus gave a long talk 
on Dressage, Cross Country and Sta- 
dium Jumping. I knew that he knew 
his stuff but I had no idea he was such 
a spell binder. The children listened to 
him for over an hour without so much 
as moving a muscle and after he had 
finished crowded around him asking 
further questions. 


“IT have given you all of this detail 
so you may have a general idea of how 
things went off and because other 
members of the Executive Committee 
might be interested in knowing what’s 
going on here in Virginia. 


“Blue Ridge will, of course, be on 
hand at the National.

sending you a copy of the official Score 
Sheet in which you will see that the 
Blue Ridge Team won, the team con- 
sisting of Patricia Donovan, Page Nel- 
son, Amanda Mackay-Smith and John 
Pentecost, helper.

The Opener At Honolulu

f you have 70 degree weather, made 
polo ponies, rated players and a smooth 
field, it adds up to one thing-——good 
polo! Toss in a nine goal player, make 
all the horses thoroughbreds and play 
the game on the handicap system and 
you have not just good polo but excel- 
lent polo. That’s the way it was out 
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this trio was the Honolulu team com- 
posed of Billy Baldwin (0 goals), Peter 
Perkins (9 goals), and Eddie Hede- 
mann (2 goals). As you can see if you 
add up the ratings, the two teams were 
five goals apart by handicap and the 
seoreboard reflected the difference by 
showing Oahu leading by five goals 
when the players lined up for the init- 
ial throwin.

French Racing Review

The line-up for the fifteen furlongs 
Grand Prix de Paris on Sunday June 
24 was the sort that track executives 
the World over dream about. Two Der- 
by winners in Lavandin and Philius 
II, the Epsom Oaks heroine Sicarelle 
and her stable companion Vattel who 


had won the good stakes since the Prix 
Juigne, a fully recovered Floriados, 
Saint-Raphael and Montaval who had 
been second to Philius II] and Lavandin 
in their respective Derbies 


Also included were the unbeaten 
Rothschild colt Reux and the Aga 
Khan’s improving Jithaka. Only Apol- 


lonia and Tanerko, among the Nation’s 
top sophomores, were missing. ba 

The Boussac pair Floriados and Phil- 
ius II were prominent throughout and 
Philius II held the lead after two fur- 
longs until Jithaka took a fractional 
advantage off him entering the stretch. 
Ambiax, winner of the Prix Daru, and 
Floriados were close up at this point 
just ahead of Vattel who was on the 
outside of the group. 

Philius II, who had run perhaps 
rather too freely was a spent force, but 
there was fight left in Floriados who 
gave chase to Vattel after the Volterra 
colt had headed Jitahaka. A furlong 
out they were drawing clear of the 
pack with Vattel, under rigorous drive, 
holding nearly a two lengths advantage. 

Azteque, who had shared last posi- 
tion with Vattel early in the race, came 
with a long run to be third, but he had 
no chance of catching the two leaders. 
Vattel maintained a clear advantage to 
the end to post a two lengths score 
with Floriados a length and a half be- 
fore Azteque. Then, came Jithaka, Phil- 
ius II and the Wildenstein colt Patras. 

Humiliating from the- Englishman’s 
point of view were the poor showings 
of Epsom heroes Lavandin, Sicarelle 
and Montaval. Sicarelle got a couple 
of early bumps and was eased by Pal- 
mer when it was clear that she had 
no chance. Mentaval obviously has two 
ways of running and this was not one 
of his days. He flattered a little at 
halfway, but then dropped back to fin- 
ish eleventh. 

Lavandin came in 12th a humiliat- 
ing place for an Epsom Derby winner. 


He was reported to have suffered a 
certain amount of interference, but as 
I commented in an early story, this 


colt has a massive frame and doubtful 
forelegs to support it. 

No doubt the terrific pounding they 
received on the firm going at Epsom 
took its toll and I doubt if we shall 
see him much more on the racecourse. 
He has just been scratched from the 
important King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot on July 21. 
We shall remember him as a game if 
not a great colt. 

Vattel gave Madame Volterra her sec- 
ond consecutive success in the Grand 
Prix de Paris, but his time was some 
six seconds slower than the World re- 
cord set by his stable companion Phil 
Drake in the race of 1955. Vattel’s dam 
Legende Jolie never raced. She was in 
training at Maisons-Laffitte during the 
War, but was injured by a piece of 
shrapnel in the shoulder during a bomb- 
ing raid. 

His sire is the successful stallion 
Vatellor, who has got many successful 
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horses including the 1948 Epsom Derby 
winner My Love. 

A week after the Grand Prix came 
the Grand Prix de Saint-Cloud, run over 
twelve and a half furlongs and gener- 
ally regarded as a match between Apol- 
lonia and Beau Prince who had not run 
since the early spring. Apollonia was 
an odds-on chance despite the fact that 
she had never raced over more than 
ten and a half furlongs in her life. 

The big crowd received the shock 
of the season for Apollonia was beaten 
into sixth place and Beau Prince II 
could only finish third to the dead- 
heaters Oroso (nowhere in the French 
Derby) and the provincially trained 
Burgos. Apollonia’s defeat was a crush- 
ing blow for the French racing public 
who had idolised her and also for M. 
Boussac, but there is red ink in every 
ledger and, I repeat, French racing is 
in a boom.

In 1935 he was invited to estab- 
lish the format of Life magazine, de- 
signed the first issue and was art di- 
rector of Life for two years. 


Since then, with time to serve with 
the combat engineers during World 
War II in the European theater, he was 
vice-president and art director of Sterl- 
ing Advertising Agency in New York. 
Took a year’s leave of absence in Aug- 
ust 1954 to go to Portugal; returned 
in April 1955, had a watercolor exhi- 
bition ‘‘Portugal in Watercolor’’ at 
Grand Central Art Galleries in June 
which turned out so very successfully, 
the gallery held the show over for two 
more weeks. It was a sell-out, and be- 
fore his leave of absence was up he de- 
cided to make painting a full-time car- 
eer. 


Since June 1955 he has shown in 
Gloucester, Mass.; at the Saratoga 
Raceway Clubhouse, Saratoga Springs, 
N. Y. for the Fall Meet; at the Allied 
Artist’s annual exhibition in N. Y. in 
October; the Philadelphia Water Color 
Club’s annual members show at the 
Pennsylvania Academy; held his first 
one-man show in Philadelphia at Carri- 
age House Studios this past January, 
and now the Grand Central show, which 
incidentally, attracted more than 500 
people to the preview, among them 
Clem McCarthy, Hufmphrey Finney; Vir- 
ginia Paige, G. Barker Seeley, David 
Alexander; S. age Butts; Nelson Dun- 
stan, Jimmy Powers, Dan Parker, etc. 

A member of the American Water- 
color Society and the Philadelphia 
Water Color Club, Raveson is listed in 
‘*‘Who’s Who in Ameritan Art’’ ‘‘Who’s 
Who in the East” and “‘Who’s Who in 
N. Y.”’ Recent awards include the Hans 
Obst Purchase Prize of the American 
Water-color Society and the National 
Arts Club medal of honors. His work

otherwise a perfect round which too 
had the touch of genius. 

So the individual and team gold 
medals*went, rightly, to Germany, and 
the silver to Italy. Britain were cor- 
rectly placed third. Argentine were 
fourth with 99 1-2 faults and U. S. A. 
fifth with 104 1-4. This was a credit- 
able effort for a young team totally 
unused to this standard of jumping. 
Here are their individual marks. 


Wiley—tTrail Guide, 24 (equal 11th); 
Steinkraus—Night Owl, 28 (equal 
15th); Chapot—Belair, 52 1-4 (equal 
27th). Their second efforts of 8, 8, 
and 16 showed what they could do 
once they saw what it was ail about. 
To sum up, this was a course which 
catered for the best and got nearly 90 
per cent of the worst. The six or seven 
great partnerships showed what could 
be done, over the remainder it is de- 
cent to draw a veil.

chase meeting at Long Island’s big Bel- 
mont Park, improvers of the breed shov- 
ed $3,093,039 through the pari-mutuel 
windows. That’s 16 percent more than 
bettors wagered at the same races in 
1955—the first important meeting in 
the steeplechase season. 
A Dash and A Drop 

“Steeplechasing’s fast rise comes at 
a time when other types of horse rac- 
ing are noticeably lagging after a Post- 
World War II surge. Last year, for 
the first time since the war, attendance 


and betting at the flat races declined 


below year-earlier levels. 

“In New York, one of the country’s 
leading horse racing states, attendance 
at flat races last year dropped to 4,- 
292,157 from 4,395,642 in 1954 de- 
spite an added day of racing in the 
1955 season. Betting receipts fell, too 
—from $363,306,510 in 1954 to $355,- 
717,545 last year. . 

“This year, the trend appears to be 
continuing. At Belmont, for example, 
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betting on flat races showed no in- 
crease over a year ago. ‘“‘In fact’, con- 
cedes a track spokesman, ‘‘we’d have 
been down a bit without the steeple- 
chases on the program.”’ 

“Because of its uncertainties, steeple- 
chasing long has been anathema to the 
betting fraternity. Horse followers fig- 
ured, rightly, that fences and hedges 
along the race course made spills and 
accidents so likely that not even the 
most skilled tout could: intelligently 
pick a winner. 

‘Now, however, there appears to be 
some evidence that good horses can 
make good in steeplechase races despite 
the added handicaps. John E. Cooper, 
executive secretary of the National Ste- 
eplechase and Hunt Association, notes 
that in the 19 races held at Belmont 
this season, the favorite romped home 
in front-12 times. ‘“That’s a winning 
average of 63 percent,’”’ says Mr. Coop- 
er, “and the flat race favorites won 
only 38 percent of the time.”’ 

“Victorious favorites are ‘as common 
at Delaware Park, Del., as at Belmont. 
There, at the second meeting of the 
steeplechasers last month, the winners 
turned out to be the prerace favorites 
almost two out of every three times. 
Betting receipts at the track, incidental- 
ly zoomed to a record high of $373, 
971 in the first ‘week of the meeting.”
